ilS; Baltimore, 267,354; Brooklyn, 
395,099; with Charleston, 41,200. In 
1880 Chicago pusses St. Louis, and has 
■177,500; New York has 1,209,561; 
Philadelphia, 842,000; Brooklvu, 554, 
693; Baltimore, 330,000: St. Louis, 
375,000; - Cincinnati, 246,153; New 
Orleans, 207,328; and Charleston, 42, 
000. An analyuis of' the causes of tlie 
growth of American cities will show 
that foreign and inland trade has been 
the leading one, and manufacture the 
next graatf/^t.

Saxmdors vs. 2loed Brothers. 

July 21st and 22nd, 1880> ',' 
Sir M. B. Bighie, 0. J.— , 
This was an application made to me by 
Mr. A;KB. Dayid on behalf of tho plain- 
tiff for an order upon a witness to >^ttend 
in the Registrar's office and be .exaniincd 
on oath underithe statute 1, Williatn TV". , 
cap. 22, section ^, with a view to making 
his deposition evidehco at the trial of tli:; 
action. 

The fii-st thing I have to look to at the 
comraencoment of the now order of things 
introduced yesterday is to see whether. I 
have juriadictioa to make any order or 
not. 

•Juri.sdiction iuvolvos two thiiiga, as has 
boon very rocontly and forcibly elucidated 
in the McLean case. 1st. There must bo 
jurisdiction over the subjuct-mattor and 
the persons involved. 2nd. There must 
be jurisdiction given to the judges by a 
proper proceeding, taken in confoi'mity 
either with statute or at common law. 

I have not the slightest duubt as to the 
jurisdiction as regards the first head (i. i'.) 
as to my'power to make tho order for the 
examination of a witness if properly asked 
fbr.' -But is tho order now properly asked 
for ? Is this njattor now properly bofovo 
mo, horo, in chambora ? What is tho pro- 
sent rule a.s to summonses and sittings in 
ohauibers I as to notices and services '! 
luid what form of order liavo I now au- 
thority to make ? For if in any of these 
niattors tho present practice (i. i". tho 
practice inaugurated yesterday) be not 
followed, my order will probablj* bo a 
nullity and need not bo oboj-ed, and per- 
haps if obeyed, tho depositions of tho pro- 
posed witness would ba inadmissible at 
thn trial; and I^iBh|-to have^^eforo mo 
some reasonable assurancdthdt/mS'il order 
will bo eiTaotive.^- '-^ ^ « " 

By the l7tli section of tho Judicature 
Act, 1879, (a-ssontod to 29th April, 1879,) 
tho Lieutenant-Qovornor-in-Council (and 
no other authority is named) may make 
" rules of Court for carrying this Act into 
ufljuct, and in particular for tho following 
Hiatter.i, viz.: Isfc. For regulating the sit- 
tjtljngs of tho judges sitting "in chambora, 
'and for regulating the pleading practice 
and procodure in tho said Supreme Court 
including all matters connected with writs, 
forms of action, parties to actions and 
ovidonco. " And 4th, "For regulating 
the sittings of tho judges in chambers, the 
issuing and hearing of «ummonscs," etc. 
And by tho iuterpretation'^'bliiuso "rules 
of Court" shall include "forni.s," and 
''pleading" shall include any ''jiotition or 
summona." and "party" shall iuohulo 
" every person sorved with notice of or 
attending any proceeding though not 
named in tho record." 

By suctions 12 and 13 of tho Act which, 
I think, are to betaken together, 'it would 
seam that a special order is required to be 
niado by a judge in order that depositions 
such as are now desired should bo admiss- 
ible at the trial, and thorules of evidence, 
it is expressly declared, are, save as above, 
to remain as before the Act. 

In tho British Columbia Gctzeite of Sat- 
urday, 17th July insr,. , there appeared a 
proclamation, dated tho ICth inst. , ap- 
pointing Tuesday tlio 20th inst. as the day 
on which the Judicatvu-o Act was to come 
into force, and in a subsequent column of 
the same Oaxette there appears a copy of 
an order in Council dated tho same IGth 
July, reciting tho nbovo-meiitioncd 17th 
section, and ordaining that on and after 
the same Tuesday, the 20tli July instant, 
t' tho rules and orders in force in Her 
Majesty's High Court of Justice in Eng- 
land, on tho 1st day of November, 1877, 
so far as the same are applicable to this 
Provinco, shall bo tho rules and orders in 
force in the Supreme Court of British 
Columbia." 

In England, when the Judicature Acts 
wore ab6ut^t$.be;putjin~forco there, the 
all important rules' were printed imd pub- 
lished 30 as to inform tho public and in- 
vito discussion and criticism for upwards 
of two yoars boforo the Act itself was put 
in operation. It has not been tholight 
necessary here to give more than two 
clear days notice of the proposed rules, 
one of them being Sunday. No discus- 
sion, criticism, or remonstrance has been 
possible, and the only question now to bo 
considered is, " What are the rules in 
force horo under this order? 

Two books were produced, professing to 
be books of English practice,"; ' tho ono 
dated on flio title page "1877," tho other 
"1878," each containing sevoral sets of 
rules and orders. So far as I could see 
from turning over tho loaves, the same 
sots were given in both books. It was 
alleged (though not sworn) that the sots 
were identical; and it was argued that at 
least so far as they were identical, they 
showed what tho English rulcj of prac- 
tice were in Ifovember, 1877. But this 
is clearly far from being proof. Tho 
books, in fact, aro not evidence at all of 
anything, not even of tho dates on which 
they profess to be published ; and assum- 
ing the dates on tho title pages to bo ac- 
curate, everybody wlio knows the prac- 
tice of book publishers knows there is no 
conclusion to be drawn thoiico that tlie 
1st of November, 1877, was covered by 
these.books or either of them. If it were 
alleged that there was an English code of 
that date, oven if it were made up of 
many sots of orders, I might perhaps 
venture to assume, though by some forc- 
ing of tho words, that that code of " rules 
and orders " was intended by the order in 
Council of IGth July; oven then it is to 
bo observed that not the whole of such a 
code nor a single provision of it would 
at once, i. «. by virtue of its being tlio 
English code of that date, bo tho rulo . of 
this Court ; but only such of tho provi- 
sions of that code as might hy competent 
authority be declared to be applicable 
hero ; those only would, I think, under 
the recent ordei" in Council, bo the "rules 
and orders " of this Court. 

Butnoither in these volumes can I find, 
nor have counsel been able to point out 
any code at all connected with tho date, 
1st Nov., 1877. The 1st Nov., 1875 and 
187G; 1st Dec, 1877, and 1st Jan., 1878, 
are epochs marked out for various pur- 
poses in the English authorities. But I 
have not been made aware of any Eng- 
lish book or statute, or rulo or order 
which bears special reference to the date 
1st Nov., 1877. And if there be no code 
of that date I do not think it is my 
provinco, indeed, I feel quite auro that I 
have no right or power, to sit down and 
examine all the English rules since 1873 
(for there have been many bodies of rules 
issued), and all the decisions upon them, 
and determine for myself which rules 
were and which rules were not in force 
there on the 1st Nov., 1877, and to what 
extent and in what sense, anil how far 
they have been modified. What may have 
been tho then English rules in force is a 
matter of fact to bo detemiinod by evi- 
dence like ariyiother.fact; it isnotatlaUia^ 
matter which I can judicially decide for 
myself; it is quite of elementary knowledge 
to say that I cannot take judicial notice 
of tho state of any foreign laws, either 
their doctrine or practice. Aud it is just 
as much a matter of foreign law to say 
what rules and orders were in force at a 
givenrd&te iR^^gh^od !is^o.Bay. what was 
Chen the course of pfaciiceln Franco or 



Germany. Mr. Davie very roundly al- 
leged in argument that the recent order 
in council declares the various English 
codes, viz., those in the schedules of the 
acts, 1873 and 1875, those i.ssued by tho 
judges in: June, 1870, and October, 1877, 
and the others, if others thoro be, to hi 
tho rules of this court BO far as they are 
applieablu hero, and that concerning this 
applicability, the judges aro to decide, as 
thoy actually do decide on tho non-appli- 
cability of tho English statutes (earlier 
than 1859) under the English Law Ordin- 
ance, 18C7, and that the judges have tho 
same authority in the twp-joases.-rjBut X 
feel constrained to ideny'eTOryv^lausa^^a. 
this suggestion. Tho order ii L- cou ncil 
does not ordain that tho rulea^' abSvfS, 
mentioned, or any other particular sot of* 
rules, whether in force in England or not 
on the 1st Nov., 1877, or on any other 
day, shall be the rules of this court; but 
it says something quite dilferent. Had- 
this boon done, a copy of tho statutes, or 
of tho rules, printed by the Quuen's 
printer, would probably ^^hayOfbeon evi- 
dence sufficient and accessiblp'of.^vh'at the 
English rules wore. . " "1*'" * 

Even thus there nuglit have been ; con- 
siderable difficulty under the 'word "ap- 
plicable," to know whether any particular 
rule had been imported hereby tlio order 
in council; but at least wo might have 
thus learnt what tho Engli.ih rules were, 
some (not all) of which wore to bo import- 
ed. But instead of tliLs tho order in coun- 
cil says "tho rules' and ordera' in force in 
England on the 1st November, 1877, so 
far as tho samo are applicable to this pro- 
vinco," shall bo the rules here. 

It is not,:therefore, sufticiont that we 
should bo informed what were tho sets of 
rules issued in England in 1875, in Juno, 
1870, &o.; wo have to discover what tho 
English practice was ontholait Novombci', 
1877 J" what "rules and orders" were in 
force thoro on that day; and I perceive no 
method of arriving legally and regularly 
at that information except in tho ono in- 
variable way (viz.) by the testimony of an 
expert. And I may point out hy tho way 
that perhaps this ovidenco would liavo to 
be given afresh on every separate applica- 
tion ; very probably in every RO])arato 
action, since tho evidence in ono action is 
not generally evidence in any other. 
^Suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
the order in council had ordained that tho 
practice in the French courts on such a 
date should bo tho rulo of praqtico hero; 
or tlijit so much of. the Code Napoleon /^^^^ 
was in force in Franoo'ali sii'ch'a "datS was 
to bo the rule here (of doctrines or prac- 
tice, it is immaterial), would a suitor bo 
entitled simply to come here with tho 
■code J^apuleon in his hand and tell us to 
decide for ourselves 1 It is as well known 
as any common thing can bo known .tliat 
this is notat all a courso.;v^hi^lf'c^^})0^n^ 
sued or permitted. ' ' 

Neither is it exact to draw any ar- 
gument from tho chiuso in tho English 
Law Ordinance, 18(57. In the first place 
tho phraseology in that ordinance (which is 
an act of parliament) is just tho reverse of 
that in the Order in council. By the for- 
mer ordinance all tho English statutes are 
in force at once and continue to be in 
force horo unless declared to bo inappli- 
cable. But by tho Order in Council none 
of those English rules aro to bo in force 
at all, unless and until declared to. bo ap- 
plicable by the proper authority. Even, 
therefore, if wo aro infurmed what the 
rulo on any particular point was in Eng- 
land on the 1st Novembor, 1877, it is not 
necessarily, under tho Order in Council, 
to be a rulo here at all ; no- • unless the 
Lieut -Governor iii Council declares it to 
be applicable. B'or L opprohehd- tho 
Lieut. -Governor in Odimcu' mijst bo the 
sole arbiter of the applicability ; otherwise 
the judges here would easily bo enabled ?t?"' 
retain the old practice and rules. If tho 
decision rests with them,' then by merely 
refraining from admitting the applicability 
of any particular English; r.ulithoy-jn fact 
decide that it is not a rulia l^jf^B, J^.,^at all. 
And so by tho horse tail theorem one mod- 
ern rulo after another might be eliminated, 
contrary to the strongest intentions of the 
statutory arbiter, and then by tlie force 
of S. 19 of the Judicature Act tho old or 
former rules and practice would he con- 
tinued. 

Neither is the authority 'of -the"- judges 
at all tho samo in tho two ' cases. Ever 
since tho first cnnmioncoment of statute 
law, from before tho commoncomont 
of legal memory, tho still older Com- 
mon Law has always insisted that not 
the executive but the judiciary aro to in- 
terpret statutes; and statutes wo interpret 
still. But here is a statutory power aud 
authority to ordain rules gi^on, contrary 
to all pi'ocodcnt, to tho executive, and I 
road in this a very strong intimation by 
tho legislature that with this discretion- 
ary power the judiciary are riot to meddle; 
the executive alone is to "be the Only 
competent authority for this purpase. 
So far from being analagous, as Mr. 
Davie ■tuggested, tho two positions seem 
contrasted as strongly as is well possible. 

It is true, whon tho rules are laid down 
by tho authority in whom the legislature, 
has placed its confidence, wd shall-have, 
if possible, to interpret them; but no- 
thing can be clearer, I think, than that 
our powers aro limited to tho interpre- 
tation. Tho executive alono must tell us 
what the rules are. 

To sum up. Ml'. Davie asks mo to do 
two things, each of which is beyond niy 
power. First, 'to declare what was tlie 
English rule of practice in respect 
of summonses of this description on 
the 1st Nov., 1877. That is a matter of 
fact which, according to the common rule 
of evidence, must be proved by an expert. 
Next, he wishes mo to declare of any par- 
ticular English rule (assuming it to be 
discovered) that it is applicable, i. e., to 
declare that it is a rule liore; whereas the 
legislature has expressly said that it is the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council who shall 
alone have authority to declare what is a 
rule of of practice here. 

Being utterly in tho dark as to the 
foundation of tho authority which I am 
now called on to exert, I make no order 
on tho application, not even as to costs. 
I do not know that these proceedings are 
coram judice at all, and have no means of 
knowing, E\ arythiug that I have said as 
to the law of this case is of course of the 
commonest knowledge; but if authority 
is wanted it is laid down in stronger lan- 
guage than I liavo used and with italics 
(rare in toxt books) by Mr. Taylor in sec- 
tion 5 and again in section 1280.

Hy. Waller, hoing sworiij deposed tliat 
he recognized the lu'i.ionor as the nmn 
who stole the money, although lio now 
giivo Ilia name as Ah Sing. 

The sergeant of police .said the priaonor 
(ihatinately rofihted to gi.xo liis name when 
arrested. 

Being asked if ho consented to have his 
case disposed of by the police masistrats 
the priaonor said "Melikeohab talk finish 
all le same to-day." 

The witness, continuing, stated that 
about 7 o'clock on;, Tuesday evening he 
san the prisoner crouching down behind 
the counter in his store and caught him 
in the very act of taking the money 
out of the jytiil» Tlio priaonor gave 
up 50 centS' to. witness Aoluntarily 
and said " No more, • bosaoo, no 
more." Searched him and foulid another 
50 cents in his pocket, when he again 
said ''Np mpxo^JwMot^^^ how- 
ever, noticed his left hand closed tight, 
and on'opening it found another 50 cents 
and then cave him in charge. He must 
have crawled into the store as, had lie 
walked, ■vi'itness would liavo observed him. 

The prisoner said he went into the 
store to buy sonic candy and that ho call- 
ed the w4£iiess 'several titnes b"lit "he no 
come'." ''At last ho come and ho say, 
John, you steal my money ! and put his 
hand in my pocket and take out one dol- 
lar; then ho takce hold of my Iiand and 
get ahotli0^hab. dollar. I no lie, he lie. 
Sposo'I"stoal niionoy, I takce. all. (Laugh- 
ter. 

The Superintendent of Police— Where 
did you get the dollar from ? 

Prisoner — I ketch 'em niy safe (laugh- 
ter). Mo all light; I no lie. 

The Superintendent said the prisoner 
was evidently an old liand. Hia Honor 
would notice that his cue had been cut otf. 

His Honor sentenced the prisoner to 
throe moat^'i^ imprisonment with hard 
labor, 

Ah Jim, a Oliinaman, was char^od by 
constable Lewis with being in poasession 
of the spike horns of ^a young deer con- 
tniiy^the.pioyisioris of the Game Pro- 

The prosecutor deposed tliat he found 
tho horns hanging on a nail inside tlio de- 
fendant's house on Cormonant street. The 
deer from whicli they were taken was 
killed in the close season, probably about 
tho eh4,of,^Majr^.or.beginning,of June. 

ThSclefej^d^n|,';j|;|i]ro^^ 
admitted th'nt*the horns wero his and stat- 
ed that ho gave 10 cents for thein a fort- 
night ago. 

His Honor imposed a fine of §5; in de- 
fault 10 days' imprisonment 



$336.34 in Glasgow House cash book on 
the 10th July appears to be written over 
the figures §400; • there had boon an 
erasure whore tho sum of §08.48 is: now 
entered in tho same book and : witness 
could see tho ghost of a figure "4" erased 
in the units of tho dollars; the cents had 
also been erased where the 48 cents now 
stand; the -533C.34 had to bo accounted 
for and if Paper remitted on July 11th as 
entered by him ho overpaid to the amount 
of §190.07; on July 11th there appeared 
an interlined cntiy of a romittanco of 
§331.52 in Paper's cash book; adding to 
that tho balance of §5.82 and deducting a 
discrepancy of §1 tho sum of §336.34 
would appear, being the amount alleged 
to bo remitted by Paper on July 10th. 

Tho court' liere took a brief recess and 
on reassembling Mr. Bales continued his 
evidence. A luticr was placed in liis 
liands by counsel for the prosecution. 
Witness informed tho court that the lottet 
was from defendant, dated July 18, 1879, 
stating that a cash balance of §5.82 had 
boon carried forward to July from tho 
Juno receipts. This balance did not agroo 
with tho dofondaut'a cash book. Tho ac- 
tual balance that ought to have been on 
hand to be carried forward ' was some 
§404.82. - 

A. B. Gray (re-called) testified that tho 
entry of a romittanco of §353.45 on Juno 
17 appearing in Paper's cash book should 
liave been a dollar less. Tho sum of 
§330.34 was entered in witness' journal 
on July 10th, 1870, as merchandise re- 
turned from Nanaimo; liis books showed 
that two casos of goods, from Glasgow 
House liad-beon rec«ivod and freight paid 
on thom several days previous. It was 
impossible that witness could liave receiv- 
ed tho sum of §336.34 on July 10th as tho 
mail boat did not leave Nanaimo until 
July 11. The .?400, in two cheques, re- 
mitted by Paper on July 10 was entered 
by witness on July 12, it having come 
down by the •steamer of July' 11th. In 
July, 1879, witness' books were very care- 
fully kept as ho had a double atatf em 
ployed proparatorj' to moving into liis 
Government street store (books produced 
showing tho careful manner in which tho 
cash accounts were kept at that time.) 
Witnoaa romombered one occasion on 
which defendant had overpaid some ?50 or 
870, but ho niuntionod tho fact in a letter. 
Ho never advised witness of having over- 
remitted §247 alleged to have been over- 
paid. Witness then explained that his 
lodger entry of §330.34 as ctish instead of 
goods was a clerical on-or easily fallen 
into on account of the frequency of cash 
credits over goods returned. Defendant 
told witness on Juno 1st, 1880, that tho 
cash-book, day-bonk and ledger produced 
in court were all tlio books pertaining to 
the Glasgow House Inisinc.ss. 

Jlr. Davie said that it would probably 
bo contended by tho defense that tho dis- 
crepancies in tho defondaiit'a books were 
innocent mistakes, but he (Mr. D.) pro- 
posed to elicit evidence which would show 
that tho defendant had in several distinct 
cases boon guilty of fraudulent conduct. 

His Honor thought that evidence of 
that nature should bo reserved for tho 
Supreme Court. All that was -necessary 
now would be to make ont a pritftc^ffucie 
case. ■' ■' ■ •' " ■ 

Witness was then cross-examined by 
Mr. Pobertson Ho said ho had princi- 
pal charge of the books in his business. 
He kei)t his cash book in Oct., 1879, -but 
entries also appeared in some of his as- 
sistants' handwriting. The cash in tho 
oafo was accessible to his employ(?3; wit- 
ness frequently balanced it. To tho best 
of his belief between Juno and September, 
1879, there was no difference of more 
than §10 or §12. In October his cash 
receipts wero over §7,(^0. and on No- 
vember Cth when the casli waslbalancod 
it wag short .§30,28. At that time he was 
short-handed at tho store and ho could 
notdovotetheusual time tohis books. Wit- 
ness could account for the deficiency by 
paying out small amounts and forgetting 
to charge tbem or by allowing tho cash in 
tho saf0 to get miked with- the cash sales. 
His custom when in tho receipt of moneys 
was to pass them throutih tho cash book 
and place thoiu in tho safe. In October, 
1879, he believed ho received §200 from 
Gasgow House which ho did not enter in 
his books. His cash accounts, therefore, 
showed that amount to tho prejudice of tho 
Glasgow House. He could not swear to 
the accuracy of his book as a whole, but 
he could as to certain entries. Ho believ- 
od tho journal to bo accurate; it was a 
special check en itself. 

Witness was then examined as to an 
erasure in the journal and stated that it 
was mado on the same day as tho original 
entry which was mado in the wrong col- 
umn in the lodger of Albion House. The 
defendant was credited with §330.34 as 
cash, but there was no other credit for 
goods or cash on that day. Two days af- 
ter a credit .was inadi^ for ^400. The doou- 
mont marked P. was an account in wit- 
ness' handwriting showing the account be- 
tween tho Glasgow and Albion Houses for 
tho year ending Juno lat, 1880; thi,s wit- 
ness handed to defendant in Juno last; no 
credit appeared in it for- yoous returned 
to Albion House on July 10, 1879; but 
it showed that witness received on that 
date cash amounting to §336.34. 

At this stago of proceedings the case 
was adjourned until to-morrow' (Thura-

to tho entry and found that it was 
represented by two sums; there was no 
irreKularity. in tho -circumstance as that 
was t^j^WSS^'SaSp^Sd by defendant; the 
entries ■we'r6""§33l. 52' ' and §68.48, tho 
latter being a balance and tho former 
part of the receipts for June; on June 
30th, according to tho cash book, the 
amount on hand was .§404.82; this was ac- 
counted for, in ruling off the cash book, 
by remittances on July 10th of §336.34 
and §68.48; on Juno 17th an entry ap- 
peared of a remittance to tho Albion 
House of §353.45; between 12th and 30th 
Juho receipts at Glasgow House wore 
§831.25; against ihis thoro were sundries, 
9425.'^i^inoludmg,th'e.romii^ J une 
i7; if the ahiount of §400 'remitted on 
July lltli were added to this the balance 
of §5.82 of tlio June receipts would bo 
arrived at; omitting tlio eum of §330.34

In reply to Coun. McLean tho clerk 
said that he had received no reply from 
tho government with reforonce to tho 
services of tho chaingang being utilized 
for lilasting rock in Ba-stion Square. 

The question of blasting out a rock on 
Herald near Douglas street was referred 
to the Street Com. 

Coun. Boyd called attention to tho 
necessity of giving the sanitary committee 
power to employ two or three men to 
abate nuisances existing in certain parts 
of the city. 

Coun. Shakespeare complained that the 
sanitary committeo was ignored and that 
much of its work was performed by the 
street committee, simply because that 
committee wanted to give employment to 
a few men.

His Worship read a number of letters 
relative to the subject which, on motion 
of Coun.

A nuniber'of tendora wero opened for 
tho construction of culverts and drains in 
various parts of tho city, but as tho figures 
involved some complicated calculations it 
was resolved to make no awards until 
next meeting, tho street committee and 
surveyor to examine the tenders in tho 
meantime and report as to which are the 
lowest. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved that the

Coun. McLean saitl the committee had 
already done so several times-and he was, 
therefore, in favor of carrying -oti^" the 
work as tendered for. 'j i. ' 

The motion was defeated by the casting 
vote of the Mayor. 

A communication was read from S. 
Clay complaining that tho water cart 
driver makes a great deal of dust in front 
tofthis premises, but.neyer by any chance 
■favors him by'spiMiiklinVin that" locality. 
Referred to Coun. Boyd for investigation. 

A number of accounts wore road for the 
month of Juno and referred for payment 
as usual.

A Somark&blii Case.

The Abbe "Verdifr, Castel Saras- 
sin, was sentenced to 24 hours' impri- 
sonment for insultinff a Juge do Paix. 
Tlio Abbe Boite, Pyrenees Orientales, 
was fined 13 francs for attacking the 
decrees. The Abbe Uefenouilliero, 
Coutances, was fined 16 fraacs for in- 
sulting the mayor. -,. •
